Let us dismiss the idea o nce and fo r 
al! that a scho o l o u ght to be a so rt o f 
brick-machine to fo rce the children in­ 
to definite, pre-arranged shapes.

The r e s u l t —des­ 
tru ctio n o f indiv idu ality , 
In a cro wd no two faces are alike, 
tho u gh o nly the slightest differences 
are disco v erable, perhaps, when indi­ 
v idu al o rgans are co mpared. 
Yet to 
su it the shape and appearance o f the 
face barbers and milliners go to elab­ 
o rate pains and wo willingly 
sub* 
rnit. 
Bu t when it co mes to the training o f 
the mind and the preparatio n fo r a 
su ccessfu l life, tho u gh wo kno w the 
v ario u s members o f the family are dia­ 
metrically o ppo sed to each o ther in 
tastes, ideas, temper, dispo sitio n, and 
intelligence, y et we qu ietly su rrender 
them to the edu catio nal machine, with 
po ssibly a slo u chy Ill-trained y o u th o r 
a self-su fficient miss at the lev er. 
The 
grinding and fo rcing begins by tho se 
who igno re co mpletely the phy sio lo gy 
if the child, and with no kno wledge o f 
any hereditary influ ences, pu nish in 
like manner the mo st different natu res. 
Like the o fT-s ho o ts o n an Ms pa tier fru it- 
tree, ev ery tendency to wards indiv id­ 
u ality is c a r e f u l l y trimmed away by 
the machine teacher, in slav ery to u ni­ 
fo rmity . 
Gradu atio n day co mes, and 
y o u r so n o r y o u r d au ghter stands u p 
with o thers, all hav ing trav ersed so 
many pages o f arithmetic, so many 
ho iks o f Virgil; and po ssibly stu mbled 
o v -r the Do ns Asino ru m (The Bridge 
o f Asses) in geo metry . 
Then the po o r 
things are Hu ng o u t int i the wo rld 
with a “ finished' edu catio n. 
T h e re in 
the midst o f a merciless cro wd with no 
time to giv e them indiv idu al 
sidu y , 
they hav e to “ lind” themselv es and 
disco v er th n-Own po ssibilities in mo st 
paiu fi 1 fashio n. 
L a y ) o u r hand o n almo st any bio g­ 
raphy and y o u will find th a t in many 
instances the su bject has been kept 
away fo r y ears fro m the main pu rpo se 
o f life by this ‘'self-finding” pro cess. 
He g ro p es this way and that, and is as 
effectu ally barred fro m his real fu nc­ 
tio n in the wo rld, as the av erage y o u th 
in fo rced army serv ice. 
At fifteen o r twenty it is alto gether to o 
late to begin lo o king fo r indicatio ns o f 
the line y o u r child is best fitted to fo l­ 
lo w. 
Fro m its cradle o nward y o u hav e 
been in a po sitio n to no te a hu ndred 
signs that co u ld hav e to ld y o u its men. 
tal bias. 
Bu t like lo v e th a t is sho wer­ 
ed o n a co rpse, y o u r interest is a w a k ­ 
ened o nly after the indiv idu ality has 
been killed by v io lence o r starv ed by 
neglect. 
Yo u mu st reco gnize that the magnifi­ 
cent battle fo r u niv ersal edu catio n has 
been made a v icto ry by Ho race Mann 
Dr. Barnard and a ho st o f lesser no te 
in this co u ntry . 
Bu t we a re no t to 
st >p. 
Like the trav eller in a hilly 
regio n, the higher we climb the fu rth­ 
er we can see. 
Relinqu ishing then no t 
o ne particle o f belief in “ edu catio n fo r 
a I' press fo rward to “ indiv idu el stu dy 
o f each.” 
Were y o u in a po sitio n to 
read all the edu catio nal pu blicatio ns, 
and fo llo w the speeches at the v ario u s

Think ov er this outline for a whib 
and see how much of gain*there is in 
v olv ed in it. 
it will mean fewer cruel 
attempts to fit square pegs into round 
holes;

tamed down at the sacrifice of their in­ 
div iduality , fewer sullen natures nag 
ged at until a smoldering fire of resent 
ment burns out all tha t is beautiful 
and possible in a sturdy nature, 
fewer 
shrinking little hearts terrified toper 
petual nerv ousnous. 
It will mean that 
more of our national hopes will gtej 
upward from school into indefinite lines 
of work or profession for which they 
are fitted, rather than downward, as 
now, into a bewildered, floundering 
struggle. 
Because y ou hav e been sub­ 
jected to all tha t was ill-adv ised and 
imperfect in y our up-bringing, or be­ 
cause y ou hav e “ found” y ourself and 
come successfully upward, it is surely 
not within y our heart to say “ Let 
others be treated as I ha v e been.” 
The world mov es, my belov ed. 
Go 
back to y our childhood and starting 
from tha t point, trace some of the ad­ 
v ancement in 
implements, in home 
comforts, in buildings and other things 
that hav e come under y our own notice. 
Good. 
These things tha t y ou can see 
and handle, are only a part-of the ad­ 
v ancement the world has been making, 
it has gained also in humanity ,towards 
child life, in economy of effort by co­ 
operation of parent and teacher in per­ 
fection of method. 
For further prog­ 
ress YOU are needful.
